marshal by an Austrian corporal. 
But his carefully-laid plans mis- 
carried when he found, as he 
reached the microphone, that 
his secretary had brought the wrong speech. 

As Hitler began to march to the platform he 
glanced at the manuscript his secretary had 
given him, paused abruptly, murmured swiftly 
to his orderly who tried without success to find 
the right speech, and then, reconciled to his 
dark fate, Hitler decided to make the best of a 
bad business. 

What did he do? Why, he stood before the 
microphone with all his azcustomed arrogance 
and began to deliver the exact speech on Hin- 
denburg he had made in the Reichstag the day 
before, crumpling up the useless manuscript he 
held in his hand. 

Needles to say, the massed thousands gath- 
ered to hear the address agreed that Hitler had 
delivered an incomparable oration worthy of the 
occasion it sought to commemorate, When Hitler 
speaks in Germany his listeners either applaud 
or get shot. No wonder his most trivial sen- 
tences are punctuated by an ecstacy of cheers. 


THE HAND 
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What Parliament Can Do 

There seems to be in Canada a kind of help- 
less assumption that the forthcoming session 
of parliament can do nothing of importance 
and had better close up as secon as possible and 
go home. Because there is a war, the wide- 
spread belief is that parliament shouki more 
or less abrogate its functions, as the French 
parliament has done, as the British parliament 
has wisely refused to do. 

On the contrary, the gravity of these times 
demands that parliament be more alert, more 
vigorous than ever—not that it should play 
politics for next year’s election, not that it 
should hamper the war effort of the government 
with useless criticism, but that it should study 
more deeply than ever the deepening problems 
of the couutiy. 

What, it is asked, can parliament do? There 
are many things of importance that it can do 
now to cushion the shocks of the next few years. 
There is nothing in the war situation to prevent 
it, for example, from acting on health insurancg. 

At the last session the government virtually 
promised action on this problem, without set- 
ting any definite time limit.
